Fr.  Dirksen  Dies- 
Alumni  Founder 


A  concelebrated  funeral  Mass  was  offered  on 
December  28  for  Father  Aloys  H.  Dirksen,  Presi¬ 
dent  of  Saint  Joseph’s  College  from  1938-44. 
Father  Dirksen  died  on  Christmas  morning  at 
Saint  Charles  Seminary,  Carthagena,  Ohio,  after 
an  illness  of  several  months.  The  principal  celi- 
brant  of  the  Mass  was  tlie  Most  Reverend 
Edward  A.  McCarthy,  Auxiliary  Bishop  of  Cin¬ 
cinnati. 
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Father  Dirksen  was  born  at  Egypt,  Ohio, 
July  12,  1901,  and  ordained  as  a  Precious  Blood 
priest  on  May  16,  1926.  After  ordination  he  pirr- 
sued  higher  studies  and  earned  his  doctorate  in 
Sacred  Theology  at  Cath¬ 
olic  University,  Washing¬ 
ton,  D.C.  Before  being 
named  president  of  Saint 
Joseph’s,  he  taught  for 
seven  years  at  Saint 
Charles.  After  his  six- 
year  term  as  president, 
he  returned  to  teaching, 
first  at  the  University  of 
Notre  Dame  (1947-50) 
and  then  at  Sacred  Heart 
College,  Wichita,  Kans. 

(1957-60).  From  1965-67 
he  taught  at  Mount  St. 

Mary’s  Seminary  of  the 
West  in  Cincinnati.  Fr.  Aloys  Dirksen 

Father  Dirksen  also  served  as  pastor  of  Pre¬ 
cious  Blood  parish  in  Fort  Wayne  (1944-47)  and 
pastor  of  St.  Rose  Church,  St.  Rose,  Ohio 
(1963-65). 

As  a  senior  college,  Saint  Joseph’s  was  still 
young  in  September  of  1938,  having  conferred 
’ts  first  bachelor  degrees  to  ten  students  the 
previous  June.  Under  Father  Dirksen,  the  enroll¬ 
ment  rose  from  345  students  to  500  in  1942  and 
then  dropped  to  92  by  1944  because  of  the  war.

During  his  six  years  as  president,  three  new 
student  dormitories  (Seifert,  Noll,  and  Xavder) 
were  constructed,  and  the  $75,000  fieldhouse  was 
built  with  funds  raised  by  alumni. 

Father  Dirksen  realized  the  importance  of  tlie 
alumni  to  their  Alma  Mater,  and  during  those 
years  14  alumni  chapters  were  established.  In 
March  of  1939  the  alumni  publication  known  as 
Contact  first  appeared  and  had  a  circulation 
of  4,000. 

Five  brothers  survive  Father  Dirksen,  two  of 
whom  are  priests  in  the  Society  of  the  Precious 
Blood.

The  occasion 
was  the  dedication  of  a  new  dormitory  which 
now  bears  his  name.  Since  1956  Mr.  Halas,  who 
is  also  a  Fellow  of  the  college,  has  been  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  college’s  Board  of  Trustees. 

Another  Saint  Joseph’s  Fellow,  Dave  Condon 
of  the  Chicago  Tribitve,  will  be  present  as  a 
special  guest  and  vnU  present  the  citation  to  Mr. 
Halas.  Nlr.  Condon  is  a  columnist  and  sports 
\\Titer  for  the  Tribune  and  is  also  the  president 
of  the  Chicago  Press  Club. 

Acting  as  master  of  ceremonies  will  be  Sid 
Luckman,  the  former  All-Pro  quarterback  for 
the  Bears,  and  now  vice  president  of  Cellu-Kraft, 
Inc.,  of  Chicago.  Mr.  Luckman,  a  Fellow  of  Saint 
Joseph’s,  has  been  continuously  associated  with 
the  Bears  since  1939  either  as  a  player  or,  in  re¬ 
cent  years,  as  an  advisory  coach.

Two  weeks  after  the  homecoming  victory  over 
Evansville,  a  group  of  industrious  alumni  gath¬ 
ered  in  a  Chicago  hotel  room  to  conduct  a  rev¬ 
olutionary  step  in  fund-raising  with  a  coast-to- 
coast  phoneathon. 

From  Nov.  13-17,  a  total  of  26  Saint  Joe  grads 
kept  telephone  lines  warm  with  a  series  of  calls 
each  evening  to  a  massive  cross-section  of  Col- 
legeville’s  alumni  throughout  the  nation.  Like 
many  ventures,  the  prospects  for  success  were 
clouded  with  a  tinge  of  uncertainty  and  expect¬ 
ancy  before  the  five-day  campaign. 

“But  the  jury  is  now  in  and  the  phoneathon 
would  have  to  rate  as  one  of  the  most  successful 
Saint  Joe  fund-raising  ventures  to  date,”  says 
Jerry  Gladu,  “Our  successes,  both  material  and 
intangible,  went  well  beyond  what  some  of  us 
might  have  hoped  for.” 

After  nearly  five  hours  of  calling  on  each  of 
the  five  nights,  the  workers  were  responsible  for 
the  raising  of  $7,708,  plus  the  gaining  of  four 
new  members  for  the  college’s  Fellows  Program 
— two  of  them  workers  on  the  phoneathon  and 
two  others  who  were  contacted  via  phone.

Psychology  Professors 
Faoor  Student  Inooloement

Involvement  and  interest  generally  form  a 
two-sided  coin,  and  this  philosophy  seems  about 
ready  to  blossom  into  an  attractive  feature  of 
Saint  Joseph’s  newlv  formed  Department  of 
Psychology. 

During  a  fall  meeting  of  the  three  psychology 
professors  at  Saint  Joseph’s  with  students  major¬ 
ing  in  that  field  of  study.  Departmental  Ghair- 
man  Dr.  James  A.  Kenny  expressed  a  desire  to 
have  both  students  and  faculty  involved  in  the 
making  of  decisions  which  affect  both  groups. 
The  time  could  come  soon,  he  explained,  when 
students  majoring  in  psychology  would  take  part 
in  all  departmental  meetings  and  cast  their  vote 
of  approval  or  disapproval  on  departmental 
plans. 

Nothing  is  definite  yet,  but  the  prospect  of 
students  majoring  in  a  given  field  of  study  also 
taking  an  active  voice  in  decisions  concerning 
that  field  of  study  could  add  another  positive 
dimension  to  student  interest  and  involvement 
in  the  overall  academic  curriculm. 

During  the  meeting  of  psychologv  professors 
and  students,  the  proposed  schedule  of  courses 
in  this  area  of  studv  was  presented  to  the  majors 
and  a  discussion  of  the  required  courses  followed. 
Currentlv,  the  requirements  for  a  major  sequence 
in  psvchologv  are  24  hours  in  upper  level  courses 
to  include;  measurement  and  evaluation  in  psy¬ 
chologv  and  education,  elementary  statistics,  and 
experimental  psychology.  The  students  were  re¬ 
minded  that  mathematics  is  the  language  of 


As  the  demands  placed  on  higher  education 
by  society  change,  so  it  becomes  the  responsi- 
bilitv  of  colleges  and  universities  to  meet  those 
demands  through  academic  innovation  and  im¬ 
provement.  That  is  the  guiding  light  under  which 
Saint  Joseph’s  College  is  planning  two  innovative 
original  courses  for  the  second  semester  of  the 
1967-68  school  year. 

One  offering  in  “Academic  Governance  and 
Administration”  and  another  in  the  “Literature 
of  the  Cinema”  will  join  the  College’s  list  of 
courses  when  the  spring  semester  opens  Feb.  1. 
The  course  in  academic  administration  is  specif¬ 
ically  designed  to  investigate  the  various  prob¬ 
lems  involved  in  the  administration  of  a  college 
or  university. 

Using  a  case  study  method,  the  class  will 
review  actual  problems  that  have  arisen  in 
schools  throughout  the  United  States,  seeking 
a  speculative  solution. 

The  idea  for  the  course  came  from  workshops 
of  the  American  Council  on  Education  which 
have  been  attended  by  both  Dr.  Louis  Gatto, 
Academic  Dean,  and  Father  Ballmann  of  the 
Development  Office.  To  add  interest  and  rele¬ 
vance  to  the  course,  various  administrators  of 


bolstering  Saint  Joseph’s  development  program. 
Dr.  Gatto’s  appointment  also  represents  a  major 
change  in  the  78-year  history  of  the  college,  as 
he  becomes  the  first  layman  to  hold  this  major 
administrative  post. 

The  appointments  of  Dr.  Gatto  and  Father 
Ballmann  were  approved  by  the  college  Board 
of  Directors,  who  received  the  recommendation 
from  Father  Banet. 

“In  view  of  the  changing,  growing  needs  of 
private  higher  education,”  Father  Banet  contin¬ 
ues,  “the  establishment  of  this  new  position  was 
highly  essential.  Father  Ballmann  has  worked 
closely  on  government  relations  during  the  past 
year  and  a  half,  and  is  well  prepared  to  assume 
his  new  responsibilities.” 

Dr.  Gatto’s  appointment  as  Academic  Dean 
echoes  Saint  Joseph’s  continuing  stress  on  the 
importance  of  laymen  in  administration  of  the 
college.  The  college  established  itself  as  a  pio¬ 
neer  in  this  area  during  the  summer  of  1966 
when  it  appointed  five  lavnnen  to  the  Board  of 
Directors,  then  known  as  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
Early  this  school  year.  Dr.  John  B.  Egan,  assis¬ 
tant  professor  of  music,  was  appointed  Director 
of  Student  Affairs,  another  major  administrative 
post. 


The  1967  football  season  was  a  time  for  Saint 
Joe  alumni  to  shine  as  football  coaches,  and 
three  of  them  won  honors  for  their  leadership 
at  high  sschools  in  Indiana,  New  Hampshire 
and  Michigan. 

Les  Klein  (’60),  a  former  all-conference  half¬ 
back  for  the  Pumas,  was  honored  for  his  work 
in  starting  the  Lowell  (Ind. )  Red  Devils  on  the 

science,  and  that  an  intermediate  proficiencv  in 
this  field  as  well  as  in  biologx'  and  a  foreign 
language  is  recommended  for  students  intending 
to  do  graduate  work  in  psychologv. 

Student  interest  in  psychology  has  already 
been  boosted  with  the  formation  of  an  ex'peri- 
mental  laboratory  in  which  assorted  tests  are 
performed  with  equipment  such  as  pursuit 
rotors,  flicker  fushion  devices  and  tachistoscopes. 


Saint  Joseph’s  will  be  invnted  to  offer  profession¬ 
al  viexvpoints  on  particular  cases. 

Dr.  Gatto  sees  this  experimental  course  as  an 
opportunity  for  students  to  gain  a  better  under¬ 
standing  of  administrative  problems  in  higher 
education.  He  also  feels  it  may  aid  in  creating 
improved  communications  within  Saint  Joseph’s, 
as  students  and  administrators  come  to  view 
each  other  s  attitudes  and  opinions  regarding 
academic  governance  with  increased  understand¬ 
ing. 

The  other  new  course  added  to  this  semester’s 
agenda  is  an  English  honors  class  titled  “Litera¬ 
ture  of  the  Cinema.”  The  course  will  be  in¬ 
structed  by  Michael  P.  Markiewicz,  assistant 
professor  of  English. 

Using  motion  pictures  and  cinema  criticism 
as  a  basis  for  discussion,  the  class  will  study  the 
art  of  the  cinema,  from  the  film-making  aspect 
through  questions  of  literary  themes. 

The  cinema  course  will  provide  honors  stu¬ 
dents  with  an  opportunity  to  consider  the  ever¬ 
growing  cinema  as  an  art  form  in  itself  and  in 
the  literature  it  presents  in  its  role  as  part  of 
tlie  mass  communications  media.

comeback  trail.  Ed  Labbe  (’59),  another  former 
All-IGG  gridder  as  a  tackle  for  Saint  Joe,  guided 
the  Somersworth  (N.H.)  Hilltoppers  through 
their  second  consecutive  unbeaten  season,  and 
Tom  Seroezynski  (’61),  a  former  Puma  track 
letterman,  guided  North  Muskegon  (Mich.) 
High  School  to  an  8-1  mark  in  ’67. 

Klein  was  named  Calumet  Region  Coach-of- 
the-Year  by  the  Hammond  Times  sports  depart¬ 
ment  for  guiding  his  charges  to  a  5-4-1  mark 
last  fall,  marking  a  major  resurrection  in  the 
once-dismal  football  fortunes  at  Lowell.  Upon 
coming  to  Lowell,  Les  inherited  the  challenging 
task  of  working  magic  on  a  team  that  had  drop¬ 
ped  21  consecutive  games. 

At  North  Judson,  Ind.,  Les  also  worked  come¬ 
back  miracles  from  1962-65.  There  he  took 
charge  of  a  team  that  had  won  just  three  games 
in  three  long  years  and  steered  the  Jayhawks 
to  a  21-14  mark  in  four  years,  including  records 
of  6-3  and  8-1. 

Labbe  established  himself  as  a  brilliant  of¬ 
fensive  and  defensive  tackle  for  the  Pumas,  and 
ranks  as  one  of  the  top  place-kickers  in  SJC 
history.  His  mark  of  16  conversion  kicks  against 
Indiana  Collegiate  Conference  foes  in  1957  still 
stands  as  a  league  record.  In  the  last  tw'o  years, 
his  Somersworth  Hilltoppers  have  won  18 
straight  games  and  diuing  this  streak  have 
allowed  just  20  points  on  defense.  In  four  years 
as  head  football  coach  at  Somersworth,  the  Hill¬ 
toppers  have  followed  Ed’s  guidance  to  an  en- 
v'iable  record  of  34-4-0. 

His  1967  outfit  was  the  only  undefeated  and 
untied  high  school  team  in  New  Hampshire 
last  fall.  Several  of  his  players  won  all-state 
honors  and  his  team  was  voted  the  mvthical 
state  championship. 

Seroezynski  began  coaching  at  North  Muske¬ 
gon  High  School  in  the  fall  of  1962  and  assumed 
the  head  football  and  head  basketball  coaching 
jobs  in  1964.  Since  then,  his  grid  teams  have 
posted  a  cumulative  22-5  record  and  his  hard¬ 
wood  quints  stand  60-19.  During  this  time.  North 
Muskegon  has  won  three  Western  Michigan 
Conference  basketball  titles  and  the  league  title 
in  1967  with  that  8-1  record. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  1967  football  season, 
he  was  named  coach  of  the  year  by  Muskegon 
television  station  Channel  54.

State  Passes  New  Law 


Donations  Eligible  As  Tax  Credit 


The  1967  Indiana  General  Assembly  has  taken 
an  original  and  constructive  step  toward  helping 
Hoosier  colleges  and  universities  close  the  critical 
dollar  gap  wath  the  passage  of  the  Indiana  Tax 
Credit  Plan,  the  first  of  its  kind  in  tliis  nation. 

“Regardless  of  your  income,  if  you  pay  Indiana 
gross  income  tax,  you  can  make  gifts  a  portion 
of  which  the  State  Department  of  Revenue  will 
grant  a  tax  credit  up  to  50  percent  to  a  certain 
point.  Saint  Joseph’s  President  Father  Charles 
Banet  reports.  “For  example,  a  gift  of  two  dollars 
will  merit  a  tax  credit  of  one  dollar.” 

The  law  is  the  first  in  this  nation’s  history 
which  grants  income  tax  credit  for  individual 
and  corporate  gifts  to  colleges  and  universities. 


According  to  the  law,  the  person  or  firm  giving 
the  gift  is  allowed  credit  against  the  Indiana 
adjusted  gross  income  tax,  not  just  a  deduction. 
The  vital  difference  here  is  that  a  credit  helps 
pay  the  tax  itself,  whereas  a  deduction  merely 
reduces  the  taxable  income.
